ISLAM AND SCIENCE 

Nowadays, when we are very close to the next century, we hear 
people talking about science and technology. We read about the 
great scientists of the world, and wonder how much Islam has 
contributed to science. 

History shows that, during the eighth and thirteenth centuries 
A.D, Muslim scholars taught the world a great deal about science. 
The great scholars and Mathematicians of the Muslim empire, 
during that period, were leaders in knowledge for the western 
world. Some of these great Muslim scientists and philosophers were 
Muhammad bin Musa A1 Khwarizmi, Jabir Ibn Hayyan, A1 Kindi, A1 
Razi, Abu Sena, A1 Beruni, Nasir-ud-Din Toosi and A1 Zahrawi. 

Many of these great Muslim scholars were many-sided geniuses, 
because they were experts in more than one field of knowledge. It 
seems unbelievable, but A1 Khwarizmi and A1 Kindi were great 
mathematicians, physicists, astronomers, poets and musicians. 

The Muslim scientists and scholars of the eighth to thirteenth 
centuries used scientific terms and developed theories and ideas 
which are still used today. Some of these are "Algorithm", Tutia 
(zinc oxide), 'alkali'; the theory that light travels faster than sound; 
the theory of the earth rotating on its own axis; and optics. 

But that is not all that these great men did. They wpre also 
interested in poetry and music. It was A1 Kindi who first wrote 
music, and so introduced notations in music. Later, it was Nasir- 
ud-din Toosi who, it is said, invented a kind of flute, a musical 
instrument, known as ’mahtar duduk'. 

So we can say that it is true 'All work and no play, makes Jack 
a dull boy. The great scientists and philosophers did not only study 
their own field but also took interest in other fields like poetry, 

music, geography.

On some coasts the waters are warm and people enjoy swimming in the sea. 

Sharks can be a great danger in such places. Sharks have a very good sense 

of smell. They can smell a drop of blood in the water from half of kilometer 

away. So a person with a small cut can attract a shark very easily. Sharks 

can smell, taste, see, hear and touch, but most often they use smell to search 

for their food. Their hearing, too, is well developed but their sight is not so 
sharp. 


There are sharks of different shape and sizes. Some, like the Spiny Dogfish, 

are only one foot long; but others such as the Great White Shark and the 

Whale Shark are much bigger. The Whale Shark is usually 60 feet 

( 18 meters ) long and the Basking Shark is 45 feet ( 14 meters ) long. Both 

these huge sharks do not eat meat and are not dangerous. Some sharks are 

like snakes; others have flat heads. There are some sharks which have 
sharp noses like saws. 


A large shark can weigh more than seven tones! The large sharks have 

jaws that are extremely powerful; they are large enough for a man to crawl 
through.
